"While a number of tbe Dem- 
ocratic members of the house are ex- 
pected to vote against the boose code, 
there are said to be at least 10 who 
will support it. Under these circum- 
stances Speaker HcKinnon will feel 
justified in appointing one of them on 
the committee.
